Turban, beard... not Muslim 
Yet Sikhs — including Andoverites — feel backlash

With reverence for God and his 
religion, Jaideep Chawla, 16, 
wraps his hair in a turban every 
morning. He lets his beard grow 
long. He slips a steel bracelet, the 
Kara, onto his right wrist. 

His parents, both naturalized 
American citizens, were born in 
India — not the Middle East. His 
family of four practices the reli- 
gion of Sikhism — not Islam. But

more than two weeks after the ter- 
rorist attack on the United States, 
most Americans know that Osama 
Bin Laden, a Muslim, wears a tur- 
ban. They recognize his long, 
black beard. Two Sikhs have since 
died because of it. 

“A Sikh was brutally murdered 
in Arizona,” says Sandeep 
Chawla, 18, who lives with his 
family on Ruggiero Way. “There’s 
been lots of anti-Arab.and anti- 


Sikh action in the US.” He pauses, 
contemplating the solemn mes- 
sage he wants to convey. “Not all 
people of Middle Eastern heritage 
are terrorists.” 

Not that most Sikhs are from 
the Middle East anyway. But this 
Sikh family realizes now that 
many Americans don’t know the 
difference — and since Sept. 11, 
when two planes smashed into the

Mary French, 
selectmen 
chair, dies 


Town mourns leader, age 68

Resident, volunteer and town 
official Mary French, 68, ended a 
lengthy career of service to 
Andover when she died suddenly 
of a heart attack Monday night, 
preparing to chair a selectmen’s 
meeting. 

Following the shocking news, 
officials and family members 
couldn’t say enough Tuesday 
about the woman who dedicated 
more than 30 years of her life to 
the town. They talked of French’s 
quiet but influential personality 
and her love for life. 

Born in Long Island, N.Y., 
French married husband Alan and 
moved to Andover in 1963. She 
spent three decades of her life 
serving Andover schools, 13 of 
them as pupil personnel coordina- 
tor, before retiring in 1998. She ran 
for selectman in 1999 and won, 
becoming one of only a handful of 
women to serve in that role. 
French, who did not have a history 
of health problems, headed to 
Town Offices Monday night for 
what was supposed to be a typical 
selectmen’s meeting, said fellow 
officials. 

“During executive session, 
Mary was Mary,” said Selectman 
Brian Major. “There was nothing 
that would lead anybody to believe 
anything was wrong. She was on 
top of her game, on top of the con- 
versation.” When the officials 
wrapped up the executive session, 
French excused herself to the 
restroom before heading into the 
regular meeting. When she did not 
return, Town Clerk Randy Hanson 
went to check on French and found 
she had collapsed. 

The selectmen, Hanson and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
followed French’s ambulance to 
Lawrence General Hospital, where 
she was pronounced dead. 

“I have a hard time thinking

“If we reach out, try to get 
people to understand who we 
are, who Muslims are and 
who Hindus are, it will be 
better for everyone,” says 
Jaideep Chawla. 

The Sikh religion, estab- 
lished in the 16th century, has 
both Muslim and Hindu 
foundations. Words spoken 
by Muslim and Hindu 
prophets are included in the 
Sikh holy book, the Granth — 
a true testament to the Sikh 
belief that all men and 
women, regardless of caste or 
faith are born equal, says 
Sandeep Chawla. It is a reli- 
gion of love and a search for 
perfection, says his mother, 
Mandy Chawla. 

Surendra Chawla, the 
boys’ father, is calm as he 
recounts painful incidents of 
prejudice from last week. He 
was visiting Harvard Univer- 
sity with Sandeep Chawla, a 
high-school senior, when a 
woman looked at Surendra, 
cursed in his face, and walked 
away. Sandeep Chawla felt a 
similar sting when someone 
tapped him on the back and 
sarcastically congratulated 
him on the “good job” he did 
blowing up the World Trade 
Center. 

“Tt’s not their fault,” says 
Surendra Chawla quietly. 
“It’s just ignorance on their 
part. We understand their 
pain. We share their pain.”

Rather than reacting to the 
prejudice with anger, the 
Chawla family considers it an 
opportunity to educate the 
community about their cul- 
ture and religion. After all, 
Sikhism is the fifth most pop- 
ular religion in the world, 
says Jaideep Chawla. It’s 
time people come to know 
them. 

“Though we wear a turban 
and though we grow our hair 
long, it’s not all that outra- 
geous and different,” he adds.

Chawla on the back and sarcastically congratulated him on 
the “good job” he did blowing up the World Trade Center.

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Who wants to be a public official? Few AHS students do

Who wants to be president, 
raise your hand. No hands. Who 
wants to run for public office? One 
spoken “Perhaps.” Who thinks 
politics is a noble profession? 
Maybe four or five hands. What 
words come to your head when 
you hear the term “public offi- 
cial”? That gets a response. 

“Corruption,” volunteers one 
girl. “Liar.” 

Thus opened State Rep. Barry 
Finegold’s appearance in front of a 
class of 24 juniors and seniors at 


Andover High School as part of 


America’s Legislators Back to 
School Week, sponsored by the 
National Conference of State Leg- 
islatures. Finegold appeared before 
Mary Robb’s social studies class, 
part of the newly-minted “Media 
and American Democracy” 
course. 

On the whole, student respons- 
es were not as cynical as the open- 
ing exchanges might have suggest- 
ed. Almost all hands went up when 
he asked who intended to vote 
upon turning 18. 

Finegold discussed the profes- 
sion of politics in general with the 
students, but he also brought up for

discussion the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks. 

“There has been so much talk 
about the ‘greatest generation,’ the 
one that fought World War II,” he 
told the students. “I think that now 
this generation has an opportunity 
to meet a similar challenge.” 

Finegold emphasized the 
importance of Americans trying to 
get back to their everyday lives in 
the wake of the attacks. He said 
that he once asked an Israeli friend 
how he lives a normal life under 
constant threat of terrorist bomb- 
ings. 

“He said, ‘We go about our 
business, because if we don’t, 
those guys win,” Finegold told the 
students. “I’m flying this week- 
end... As difficult as it is, we have 
to take steps to get our lives back 
to normal.” 

Student comments contrasted 
with some of the ones directed at 
US Rep. Marty Meehan last 
Wednesday, when he fielded ques- 
tions from an Andover student 
body that appeared to harbor pro- 
found misgivings about the nature 
of and the justification for the 
impending American military 
response to terrorism. 
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“It’s a nice idea that we can 
solve this peacefully and diplomat- 
ically,” said senior Jessica Thorpe, 
“but I don’t think it’s realistic.” 

Senior Phil Martin expressed 
faith in the Bush administration, if 
not in the president himself. “I’m 
glad there are competent people 
around him,” he said. 

Earlier in the discussion, stu- 
dents exchanged views on the 
importance of a public official’s 
private conduct, and attention 
focused on the Clinton sex scan- 
dal. “I don’t think it’s our busi- 
ness,” said senior Sarah Griswold. 
“We can’t expect (politicians) to 
live their life without one blem- 
ish... what Bill Clinton does in his 
relationship with his wife is his 
business.” 

“T think the bigger news is what 
Bill Clinton does with social secu- 
rity, not his affair with his intern,” 
said senior Andy Voorhees. 

“T sort of disagree,” said senior 
Joan Moffit. “I was disappointed 
(in President Clinton). I think we 
should hold politicians to a higher 
standard.” 

Meg Gardner agreed. “Being a 
public figure is not a 9-to-5 job, it’s 
all the time. You choose to take it. 


It’s eight years — if (Clinton) wants 
to have an affair, why can’t he wait 
until he gets out of office?” 

Finegold praised the students’ 
comments, and encouraged them 
to consider public service. 


“I know people have a bad view 
of people in public life, but I work 
with a lot of great people, and I 
still think it’s a noble profession,” 
he said. “I strongly urge you to get 
involved, some way, somehow.” 
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State Rep. Barry Finegold tried to encourage Andover High 
students to become involved with public life, although few 
students in the class he spoke to Tuesday said they saw such 


an effort as “noble.”

Unionized workers at Academy 
Manor are serious about receiving 
higher pay and better benefits. 
Employee Isa Urbaez is one of 
them. 

“We didn’t do it for fun,” she 
says, referring to the picket of 
about 50 workers that marched and 
chanted outside the Morton Street 
nursing home last week. “We did it 
to get the message across that 
we're fighters. We’re not going to 
give up easily.” 

Members of SEIU Local 285 
say Academy Manor’s owner and 
management group — Genesis 
Corporation, a for-profit company 
that owns several nursing homes 
across the country — has met with 
them for contract negotiations only 
three times since employees offi- 
cially unionized in May. That 
doesn’t demonstrate a serious 
commitment on part of manage- 
ment to negotiate in good faith, 
says Jim Gander, staff representa- 
tive for SEIU. Representatives 
from Genesis’ human resources 
office did not return phone calls 
from the Townsman, nor did 
administration at Academy Manor 
comment on the issue. 

“It’s almost October and we’ve 
accomplished absolutely zero. It’s 
disgraceful,” Gander says. 

For Urbaez, a single mother 
raising a 14-year-old daughter and 
helping her family living in 
Lawrence, that’s not acceptable. 
She says she’s worked at Acade- 
my Manor for 12 years as a reha- 
bilitation aide and a certified nurs- 
ing assistant, or CNA. Since Gene- 
sis purchased the nursing home — 
which was previously under pri- 
vate ownership — about five years 
ago, she has been taking home less 
money than she used to. 

“We are looking for better ben- 
efits and better salary,” says 
Urbaez. “There’s a lot of people 
who can’t afford the benefits. We 
want the (work) unit to have sta- 
bility.” 

Jose Santiago, state representa- 


tive for Lawrence and a candidate 
for Lawrence mayor, marched in 
the picket to show his support for 
the union. “Fair work and fair pay 
is the reason I’m out here,” he said. 

The union is looking not only 
for results for themselves, but for 
better conditions for the residents 
who depend on them at Academy 
Manor, Urbaez says. “If we get 
something good, everybody gets 
something good.” 

“They feel good about the care 
they are providing to the residents, 
but that doesn’t mean they don’t 
want to be able to do more,” says 
Gander, adding that employees 
have told him there is not enough 
staff to go around sometimes. He 
says there is enough turnover in 
employees — due to the low pay 
and poor benefits available — that 
a good portion of the staff is unsta- 
ble. “Is the level of care a problem 
at Academy Manor? I’ve heard 
(about) that on the weekends. The 
needs of residents don’t change on 
the weekends,” Gander says. 

“That’s one of the main reasons 
we had the rally,” says Brendan 
Sharkey, staff representative for 
SEIU. “The staffing not only 
affects the employees, but the resi- 
dents.” 

“(The residents) can’t be given 
the proper care,” agreed Annia 
Lembert, a former Academy 
Manor employee who attended the 
picket to support the workers. 
Most of the unionized workers — 
about 135 employees, including 
housekeepers, dietary aides, laun- 
dry aides and CNAs -— are not 
making enough money to support 
a family, says Gander. 

“About one-third of the work 
force is making what does not 
amount to a living wage,” he says, 
adding that most aides are receiv- 
ing between $7.75 and $8 per hour. 
He says that’s significantly less, 
for example, than the average aide 
pay at a nursing home in Cam- 
bridge, where employers pay 
$10.25 per hour. “A lot of folks 
working in nursing homes work

two jobs these days,” he says. “The 
pay is such that people need to 
work a lot of hours to make ends 
meet.” 

Urbaez claims she works about 
120 hours per week between her 


job at Academy Manor and her 


second job at an assisted living 
facility in Methuen. ““We just want 
people to treat us fairly,” she says. 
“We want people to respect our 
rights and respect our opinion.” 
Other workers at the picket 
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Academy Manor workers picket for better pay 


expressed their feelings with more 
anger. “We want more dignity, 
more respect, better pay. We don’t 
have many benefits,’ says Maria 
Ovalles, a CNA at Academy 
Manor for almost nine years. 
“They don’t care about employees, 
only money.” 

The union will continue 
attempts at negotiation with Gene- 
sis, says Gander. It has no current 
plans for further protests or a 
strike.

hen Virginia Cole died, Select- 

man Mary French noted how 

Cole worked tirelessly behind the 
scenes for her causes. 

“She would call every Tuesday after a 
selectmen’s meeting, and give her critique. | 
relished it. Occasionally, she would have 
something good to say. Often not,” said 
Selectman French. 

Mary French was always willing to take 
such calls, and to take them in such a good- 
natured way that at times she must have dis- 
armed even her most irate callers. She could 
take criticism without it becoming personal. 
Then, she could use the critique to improve 
the town. In fact, she relished doing so. 

She did difficult work for Andover 
throughout her career, usually with her 
characteristic smile. As pupil personnel 
coordinator for the schools, she had the dif- 
ficult task of providing the best education 
possible for special needs kids. 

She was active in the League of Women 
Voters and with conservation efforts. 

By the time she retired, Mary French had 
built such support, such good will in the 
community, that when she first ran for pub- 
lic office, in 1999, more than half of those 
who voted for a candidate put their faith in 
her. She collected half the vote even though 
she faced a three-person race, where vote 
totals are often more divided. She amassed 
such support even though one of her fellow 
candidates was an incumbent. 

As a selectman, she seemed to wear both 
rose-colored glasses and rolled up sleeves. 
This is to say that she always wanted to see 
the good in a situation, but was not blind to 
the need for change, nor devoid of the drive 
needed to enact that change herself. 

Public office needs more people like her, 
yet today we have one fewer. The flag in 
front of town hall was flying at half-staff on 
Tuesday because she was gone. It’s tough to 
see much rosy in that. She will be missed. 
But we'll roll up our sleeves and continue 
the type of work Mary French pursued. 

Andover was richer for having Mary 
French and her positive spirit, and we'll all 
be richer if we follow her lead.

It’s pouring 
rain, and Warren 
Kearn is up at the 
town leaf dump. 
He’s there in all 
kinds of weather. 
During the heat of 
summer when the 
flies outnumber 
the cars. During 
the colder, 
autumn months 
when the leaves 
outnumber the 
seconds. 

Rain isn’t important. The flies that 
are always on him are but a minor nui- 
sance. Kearn, 78 and wearing a US 
Navy hat, is here to do a job. 

“| sit out here. None of that bothers 
me. I have a little fly swatter. | whack 
‘em,” says Kearn, matter-of-factly. 
“We'll be keeping this site open ‘til the 
snow flies, usually until the first of 
December. 

“It does get pretty cold.” 

Kearn is one of five retired Andover 
men who guard the Andover Leaf Com- 
pose Facility on High Plain Road, from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Monday through Sat- 
urday. 

Essentially in exchange for $5 per

hour, the men work four-hour shifts as 
part of the senior tax voucher program. 
When the seniors finish working 100 
hours, they can deduct $250 from their 
February real-estate tax bill, and then 
another $250 from their May bill. 

“Years ago, when we first opened the 
facility, people would drop off washing 
machines, everything,” says Kearn. 

Kearn and the rest of his quintet — 
Sid Wicker, Russell Lowe, Thomas 
Haugh and Norman Benson — make 
sure that no longer happens. The dump 
is only for leaves and grass clippings. 
So the men turn away contractors with 
wood and homeowners with brush. 
Brush should be put out for the trash- 
man, explains Kearn. The town lets the 
grass and leaves turn to compost, and 
residents may take the compost for free. 
Kearn has a clipboard to keep track of 
how many people visit the site. 

Generally, people accept that they 
can only dump leaves and grass there. 
But not everyone does. Kearn keeps a 
cell phone with him in case he needs to 
call police. 

Of course, when it’s raining like it 
was last Friday morning, the watchers 
of the leaf dump don’t have to worry 
about anyone causing trouble. “Hardly 
anybody will show up during that kind 


of weather,” says Benson, 86, and 
Kearn’s relief on Friday. “On a day like 
today, it will be quiet, which isn’t too 
bad either. I’ll bring a good book.” 

Kearn begins to pack up his large 
umbrella, his chair and his newspaper. “I 
have all the comforts of home, as you 
can see,” he says. 

“We all enjoy doing this because it’s 
a nice, relaxing thing,” says Kearn. “T 
get a lot of visitors. | have people who 
come up and say, ‘Why don’t you cook 
hot dogs and hamburgers and sell them.’ 
The flies can bother you. But what I like 
is I can catch up on my reading.” 

“The flies drive you crazy here in the 
hot weather,” agrees Benson, an 
Andover resident since 1952. He brings 
screening with him and tapes it to his car 
window to keep out the flies. 

But the screen isn’t perfect and, as 
Benson says, “If you get them in the 
car, they just hate to leave.” 

Eventually, though the snow will fly, 
and Benson and his buddies can take 
their winter vacation — hopefully, in a 
house without buzzing insects. They've 
earned it.

Editor, Townsman: i 

I sit here in the early morning : 
just over a week after the 
tragedies in New York, Washing- 
ton and Pennsylvania. Like every- 
one else, I am still numb. Sleep 
has been difficult, as I couldn't 
stop thinking about Trudi. 

She was on the 94th floor of 
the World Trade Center, tower 
one, when madmen took her 
away from us. She was 37. 

Trudi is Gertrude Alagero. 
Her older brother, Charlie 
Alagero, is my best friend. Charlie lives on William 
Street in Andover with his wife, Marianne, and their 
two children, Julia and Charlie. 

Charlie is the brother I never had. I have known 
him since high school and that’s how I met Trudi. 
Charlie and I ran with the same crowd. Even though 
we went to high school together, he lived in Saugus 
and I lived in Lynn. I would pick up the Lynn guys 
and then head to Saugus to pick up Charlie. 

When I got to the Alagero’s, Trudi would come 
bounding out the door and down the steps to greet 
us. She must have been about 9 or 10 when she 
started doing this. She was skin and bones back 
then, but had a dazzling smile. It got so that I would 
look forward more to Trudi’s greetings than to going 
out with her brother. 

As we got older I saw Trudi less and less. She was 
busy growing up and living life. After college she 
moved to New York to start a career with Marsh 
McLennan. 

However, I kept up on Trudi through Charlie. He 
was like a father to her and they constantly commu- 
nicated. I couldn’t wait to hear stories about Trudi 
and how she was doing. It seems like I was always 
asking Charlie about the “Troods.” One week she’d 
be at the Super Bowl. I'd then hear she was summer- 
ing in the Hamptons and Charlie would kid that 
Trudi had hit him up for a loan. She would later duti- 
fully write him a check with the instruction that he 
please wait a bit before cashing it. I suspect Charlie

somewhere. 

I did see her occasionally. She 
had turned into the elegant, charm- 
ing and beautiful woman I knew 
she would become. 

In the past few years I had the 
good fortune to see her on several 
occasions - at the christening for 
Charlie and Marianne’s youngest 
child, Charlie, when Trudi has just 
completed the Boston Marathon. 
(Is there anything she didn’t do?) 
When I asked about future 
marathons, she said she enjoyed the experience, but 
she had other things to do, to move on to. She was 
busy with all aspects of life. 

Two years ago. my family spent a few days with 
Charlie and his family at a house on the Cape. Trudi 
visited at the same time. I will always treasure those 
few days together. Trudi arrived with gifts for Char- 
lie’s children as well as my two daughters. It was 
nothing but laughter for the next three days. I caught 
up with Trudi and what was going on in her life, like 
being engaged to Peter Walther. 

The last time I saw Trudi was last spring. Charlie 
and Marianne invited my wife Sally and myself to 
meet Peter. He and Trudi were up from New York 
for the weekend planning their wedding. She was as 
happy as I’ve ever seen her. Trudi and Peter made a 
wonderful couple. I'll never forget my last glimpse 
of her. Sally and I were leaving and were on the 
front walk. I could see Trudi and Peter through the 
large dining-room windows. I can not describe the 
happiness that emanated through those windows. 
That will be my lasting memory of Trudi. 

Soon enough, I’ll move on. None of us has a 
choice. Life must go on. But I’m not ready yet. 
Today, I mourn. I mourn for Peter and Trudi’s fam- 
ily. I mourn for all who were lucky enough to know 
her. 

We have lost more than 6,000 Trudis.

Lessons from 
teaching near WTC 


Editor, Townsman: 

“The best way to find yourself 
is to lose yourself in the service of 
others.” That is what Mahatma 
Ghandi said. 

This quote is painted on a wall 
in the stairwell of a 14-story build- 
ing located at 90 Trinity Place in 
lower Manhattan. This is the High 
School for Leadership & Public 
Service. I know this wall very well 
because I am one of four Syracuse 
University undergraduates who 
painted it last spring at the conclu- 
sion of a semester-long teaching 
internship. My internship experi- 
ence simultaneously negated the 
horror stories I'd heard about life 
in a New York City school and 
validated my every desire to be a 
teacher. 

Known simply as Leadership 
by those who attend and work 
there, the school was established 
in 1993 with the help of Syracuse 
University’s Maxwell School. 
From January to May of 2001, my 
main tasks were to co-teach two 
public policy courses with my 
peers and assist in two English 
classes. I not only taught, assisted, 
and tutored in this unique school, 
but I also got lost. 

I got lost in the ethos of a com- 
munity reflecting values and 
ideals I hold close to my heart. 
The school’s mission emphasizes 
experiential learning, commitment 
to public service, and a curriculum 
grounded in nurturing the ability 
of every student to be a leader. 
Just as Ghandi predicted, getting 
lost in this place taught me about 
my strengths, weaknesses, and 
personal values. 

For the past week, I have been 
thinking about Leadership 24 
hours a day. The school building 
sits half a block from the rubble 
that was the World Trade Center. 
Every time I watch TV, see a can- 
dle, or hear Amazing Grace I am 
reminded of 90 Trinity Place. | 
think of Michael Wright, Court- 
ney Simpson, Jackson Eng, 
Heather Ordover, and Ada 
Rosario-Dolch: students and fac- 
ulty I care very much about. I am 
very thankful these people sur- 
vived last week’s terrorist attacks 
on our country. Like all Ameri- 
cans, I cry for the loss of their 
families and friends and cannot 
imagine how their daily lives have 
been altered. 

As I desperately try to find 
good in last week’s evil acts, the 
one theme I keep coming back to 
is service. I never thought Ghan- 
di’s words would take on a new 
meaning for me, but they echo 
louder now than the day they were 
painted in the school. This is 
because with the attack on the US, 
service became a national norm 
for the first time I can recall in my

Justice, not revenge 
Editor, Townsman: 

America, our beloved country, 
weeps. But in this weeping it finds 
joy. It has found the joy of cooper- 
ation, dedication, bravery, heroism 
and leadership. These have all 
been embodied most prominently 
in the people and leaders of New 
York City, but every American 
sees a bit of him or herself in every 
courageous and gritty act, and, 
more poignantly, in every death. 

America also has also found the 


resolve to right the wrongs, even 
on a grand scale, and to punish the 
aggressors and their supporters. It 
is determined that something like 
this will never be perpetrated on 
her again. This is a country’s right, 
indeed its duty, to its citizens and 
to itself. 

The president has called the 
country to action, rightly and elo- 
quently. He has vowed to bring the 
evil doers to “justice.” All America 
applauds these words and fervent- 
ly wishes them to come true. With 
so many of the military and civil- 
ian heroes of the last hugely suc- 
cessful American-lead battle, 
Desert Storm, in his cabinet and at 
his command, the prospects of a 
successful military campaign seem 
quite bright. 

However, there are signs that all 
is not quite right. In Desert Storm, 
there was a clear enemy, with pal- 
pably provable wrongs committed. 
A sovereign nation had visited 
upon another a tremendous wrong, 
crossing over their common border 
and brutalizing its people. Unfor- 
tunately, in this current calamity, 
no proof of involvement by exter- 
nal forces has yet been provided to 
the American people. Nor has any 
proof been tendered of another 
nation being involved in this atroc- 
ity. 

Justice is defined as the princi- 
ple of moral rightness or equity. 
Cicero said that, “Justice consists 
in doing no injury to men.” Amer- 
ica rightly prides itself on having 
been founded with such phrases as 
“all men are created equal,” and on 
the principle that all people have 
certain inalienable rights and free- 
doms. Among the most important 
of those freedoms are freedom of 
speech, freedom from harm and 
freedom of religion. America has 
successfully blended justice with 
these special freedoms for more 
than two centuries. Rightly proud

tried to lead by example through- 
out the world. Indeed, we have 
done this so well that there is not a 
nation more universally revered on 
earth. We have but one nation with 
whom we can say we are at war, 
Irag. We have out-succeeded and 
outlasted, in one way or another, 
every other major enemy and sys- 
tem of government. 

Most importantly, however, has 
not been the victory, but the 
preservation of our way of life in 
the process. We have succeeded 
not only while keeping justice and 
right on our side, but by adhering 
to our Constitutional underpin- 
nings in all that we do. 

We cannot abandon the Consti- 
tution, even for a minute, without 
destroying our moral authority. 
And without moral authority, all 
we are left with is civil authority, 
which has been proven, again and 
again throughout history, to be 
insufficient for a long-lived, happy 
civilization. 

We will fail, and our country as 
a whole will suffer if we condemn 
and punish without the moral 
authority, the “moral rightness” to 
do so. If we do then we will not 
accomplish justice, but revenge. 
Lord William Shawcross, a British 
prosecutor during the Nuremberg 
Trials after World War II, charac- 
terized such actions most succinct- 
ly: “You cannot do justice to the 
dead. When we talk about doing 
justice to the dead we are talking 
about retribution for the harm done 
to them. But retribution and justice 
are two different things.” 

America must seek justice, not 
retribution. Justice demands proofs 
of wrongdoing. Let not this evil 
beget evil on our part. America 
must lead by example and show, 
once again, that we are above the 
base instincts of the jungle and the 
prairie.

cars, I asked her, ‘Are you still hav- 
ing fun?’ and she smiled that big 
smile and said, ‘Absolutely.’”

(the Reichhold purchase) came to 
fruition.” 

“She was certainly a proponent 
of the Community Preservation 
Act,” added Selectman John Hess, 
referring to an act that would 
increase taxpayers’ bills by a small 
amount to put money towards 
open space. She also was a liaison 
to the Ballardvale Traffic Task 
Force and contributed to the resi- 
dents’ plan to curb commuter use 
of the area’s streets. 

State Rep. and former Andover 
selectman Barry Finegold had a 
hard time articulating his feelings 
regarding French, after speaking at 
Andover High School Tuesday. 
“Words just don’t really do it,” he 
said. “She did so much for this 
town.

“She dealt with special educa- 
tion, but she was a special person 
herself. She worked tirelessly to 
make sure that the education (spe- 
cial-ed students) received was the 
best that could be provided for 
them,” said Dick Neal, former 
schools superintendent from 1993 
to 1998. 

Others remembered French for 
her outdoor spirit. She spent her 
free time hiking, canoeing and 
cross-country skiing, as well as 
playing golf and tennis. 

“About a month ago, we had a 
little golf tournament,” said School 
Committee member Dick Collins. 
“My foursome (from the Strategic 
Planning Task Force) was the town 
manager, the police chief, Mary 
French, and me. I was amazed at 
how well she could play golf — bet- 
ter than me.”

Bomb scare empties Verizon 


Bomb squad called in for package with no return address 


After evacuating part of Elm 
Street last week, police deter- 
mined that a suspicious package, 
thought to be a bomb, contained 
only a circuit breaker. 

Just after 2:30 p.m. last 
Wednesday, Verizon employees 
called police to report a package 
mailed to theitElm Street office 
with nothing but the building’s 
address stamped upon it, said Sgt. 
Cecilia Blais. 

Police arrived within minutes 
and evacuated the office, Free 


Christian Church and two sur- 
rounding businesses. Officers 
blocked off the street at the Square 
and at the corner of Elm and Flo- 
rence streets while a state bomb 
squad investigated the package. 
Still shaken from the tefrorism 
in New York and Washington two 
weeks ago, many people evacuated 
were pleased to see Verizon and 
the police taking the threat serious- 
ly. “I think it’s great they are tak- 
ing the precautions,” said Sheila 
Doherty from Doherty Insurance, 


located next door to Verizon. “You 
never can be too careful.” 

Fifteen workmen and eight 
staff members at the church were 
asked to leave the building during 
the investigation, said Rev. Jack 
Daniel. Police asked about 10 
additional employees from local 
businesses to evacuate as well. 

An area manager from Verizon 
refused to comment and would 
not confirm how many employees 
were in the building.

Schools: Override for all of government 


Reject statements that possible Prop. 24 override is for school department only

“T am not very happy with your 
organization right now,” School 
Committee member Gerry Gustus 
told a Townsman reporter follow- 
ing Tuesday night’s School Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Before the meeting adjourned, 
Gustus commented for the com- 
mittee record, referring to the 
Sept. 6 issue of the Townsman, 
which quoted Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski saying “The 
school department is still commit- 


ted to the idea of (a Proposition 
2'4) override, while the town does- 
n’t see so much of a need for one.” 
The teaser on the front page said, 
“Override needed for schools 
only, not town departments,” and 
was followed by the aforemen- 
tioned quote, which was attributed 
to Stapezynski. 

“I found that (statement by 
Stapczynski) to be inaccurate and 
that statement by the Townsman to 
be presumptuous,” said Gustus. “I 
didn’t want to let this meeting 


close without acknowledging 
that.” 

He continued his comments 
after the meeting ended, saying 
any budget override should be for 
meeting the needs of the entire 
town, not just the schools. Gustus 
also said he has seen a pervasive 
negative attitude in the local paper, 
especially with regard to the 
school department. Committee 
member Tina Girdwood said she, 
too, saw an editorial “attitude 
problem with the schools.”

OK to girls hockey, 
A-OK to Bach

Girls ice hockey and the super- 
intendent’s evaluation were 
among the burgeoning items on 
the agenda at Tuesday night's 
School Committee meeting. The 
meeting was initiated with a com- 
mittee statement of sorrow and 
remembrance at the passing of 
selectman chairwoman and for- 
mer schools pupil personnel direc- 
tor Mary French the night before. 


Lady Warriors on ice 

Athletic Director Jim Hurley 
was on hand to propose adding a 
girls’ ice hockey team to the 
Andover athletic program. 

He said that enough students 
had shown interest, and that this 
year a group of parents came for- 
ward with a check for $10,000 to 
get the program started. In fact, 
said Hurley, the parents had 
pledged to fund the program at 
$15,000 a year for the first two 
years. 

He said the yearly cost for a 
varsity and junior varsity girls’ ice 
hockey team, including ice time, 
would be about $31,000. 

Committee members and 
Superintendent Claudia Bach 
were receptive to the idea, with 
the usual budget-related caveats. 
Committee member Tina Gird- 


wood cautioned Hurley that if 
budget cuts ever become neces- 
sary, he might have to be ready to 
cut recently added sports pro- 
grams. 

“I don’t want to make a choice 
between adding a sport and 
putting a new teacher in a class- 
room,” said Girdwood. ““That’s not 
even a choice.” 

The committee gave approval 
to start the ice-hockey program by 
a vote of 4-0. 


A ringing endorsement 

Gerry Gustus read a condensed 
statement of the results of Bach’s 
yearly evaluation by the commit- 
tee, which said that she “meets or 
exceeds expectations” for each of 
eight performance standards. The 
statement further praised her per- 
formance on the school budget, 
teacher contract negotiations, new 
schools construction, redistricting, 
community relations, and princi- 
pal selection. Gustus pointed out 
that by the time the new schools 
open, Bach will have hired seven 
out of the 10 principals in the dis- 
trict. 

“The citizens of Andover have 
a wonderful superintendent,” said 
committee member Skip Eccles. 
Bach thanked the committee and 
returned the compliments.

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Boy Scouts, others no longer may send fliers home from school 


Schools: Response is to parental complaints, including those about number of messages coming home

When former Cub Scout leader 
Ric DeLisio heard that schools 
would no longer distribute fliers 
for after-school activities, he had 
one thought — school leaders are 
targeting the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica. 

“The (Boy) Scouts seem to be 
the impetus in this,” he says. 
“(The schools) aren’t allowing 
anyone to distribute fliers because 
the Scouts have this policy.” 

DeLisio charges that the Scout 
policy prohibiting gays from hold- 
ing troop leadership positions is 
the reason schools have decided to 
stop sending home recruitment 
fliers with kids. 

Schools Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach says her decision did not 
target the Scouts. She notes that 
her decision to stop recruitment 
fliers from going home in stu- 
dents’ backpacks affects all after- 
school activities. There-had been 


so many fliers going home with 
students that some parents com- 
plained, she says. So this year, 
only notices from Parent-Teacher 
Organizations and the town's 
Department of Community Ser- 
vices still find their way into stu- 
dents’ backpacks, she adds. 

“We feel we've treated all 
groups equally in this matter,” 
Bach says. 

However, Bach did say at Tues- 
day’s School Committee meeting 
that some parents did complain 
specifically about not wanting 
their kids to come home with 
fliers for the Boy Scouts. 

In an earlier e-mail to DeLisio, 
she had also acknowledged that 
the Boy Scouts policy was at least 
part of the decision to slow the 
flow of fliers.“Last year we 
received from our legal counsel an 
advisory concerning specifically 
the Boy Scouts and public 


lawyer points out, the School 
Committee is prohibited by law... 
from allowing the Boy Scouts to 
distribute materials by school 
means.” The schools’ counsel 
interpreted the state law to include 
the prohibition of fliers in schools. 
Bach says she and the School 
Committee had already intended 
to restrict fliers from going home 
to kids, and that the counsel’s 
advisory fit with the decision con- 
veniently. 

“In prohibiting all non-school 
materials from going into the 
backpacks (a request made by 
many parents anyway), the Boy 
Scouts specifically are not being 
singled out here in Andover,” she 
wrote. 

But DeLisio says the schools 
are wrong to interpret the law in a 
way that includes prohibition of 
fliers. Rather, he argues, the 
schools should support the after- 


‘school aetivitiessefteaun by vol- 
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unteers, by helping out any way 
they can. 

“(Fliers are) an effective way to 
reach those kids,” he says. “It’s 
cost effective and time effective. 
Schools should have a responsibil- 
ity for trying to help those groups 
out.” 

Bach says the schools’ policy 
became official last year in Octo- 
ber, but Leslie Quartararo, Cub- 
master for Pack 73, says the Boy 
Scouts did not hear about it until 
this September, as they prepared 
for a new year of recruiting. 

“It made it much more difficult 
to reach the new recruits that were 
coming in.” she says. Last year the 
pack welcomed 12 new Scouts, 
and the previous year they recruit- 
ed about 25. “This year we have 
onty two new recruits, which I 
attribute to the lack of publicity,” 
Quartararo says. 

She would not comment on 


whether Bach's decision ‘was an) 
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act of discrimination. Bruce Dun- 
bar, a Scout committee chairman, 
says he does not feel discriminat- 
ed against, but he too wishes the 
schools had given more notice to 
the Scouts about the policy. 

“We didn’t have very good 
attendance at our sign-up night 
because we didn’t get the word 
out in time,” he says. “(The poli- 
cy) does seem to be applied across 
the board. I’m not in favor of mak- 
ing it a big issue with the town.” 

The schools offer other ways to 
help after-school activities attract 
attention, says Tina Girdwood, 
School Committee Chairwoman. 

“Each school has a bulletin 
board where you can post notices. 
Schools are still being used as 
hosts for some of these organiza- 
tions. You just can’t send (the 
fliers) home in backpacks,” she 
says. “It’s not as if we're cutting 
off all rights to communicate with

Band to have the Wright stuff

hen lights illuminate Andover High School’s football field 

this Saturday night, there won’t be a football uniform in sight. 

There will be plenty of uniforms, though — with gold braid, 
epaulets, and shiny brass buttons. And there won't be teams in locked in 
football combat to watch. Rather, over the course of the evening one will 
see the proverbial 76 trombones and hear the magnificent sound of 
instruments playing in well-trained unison.

Wright is pleased to be back teaching middle and high schools. “I’m 
returning to something I loved doing. On top of the incredible invest- 
ment of energy and time these students are willing to make, there are 
also supportive parents who invest just as much time!” 

The theme of this Andover High’s competition program is sorcery. 
“We are playing three pieces from different media, all of which have the 
idea of magic,” explains Mr. Wright.

Former resident named ‘Distinguished Graduate’ 


ormer Andover resident John W. 
FE: rawford Jr., now of Rockville, 

Md., was awarded the Distin- 
guished Graduate Award by the Unit- 
ed States Naval Academy Alumni 
Association on Saturday, Sept. 22, 
during a special ceremony held in 
Memorial Hall, United States Naval 
Academy. 

Crawford is a member of the Unit- 
ed States Naval Academy’s class of 
1942. He was on active duty as a naval 
officer for 22 years serving aboard the 
USS Yorktown (CY5), the USS Santee 
(CVE29) and the USS Brooklyn 
(CL40). He earned two masters 
degrees from the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology (MIT) in naval 
construction and engineering (1946) 
and physics (1950).

the owner’s box, taking him a little closer to 
the game by allowing him to hear inside sto- 
ries. But with all of his traveling does it ever 
interfere with family life? Hackett replies, “No, 
I have four sons and my family loves it.” 

His family’s understanding is important 
because he works 60 hours per week as presi- 
dent of an advertising firm, on top of his volun- 
teer work for the BoSox Club. Hackett has 
been involved with the BoSox Club for the past 
15 years. His term as president began in Janu- 
ary, and he had to pay his dues first. “There are 
22 people on the board. I was a director for sev- 
eral years then you have to work your way up 
from second vice president to first vice presi- 
dent to eventually president.” 

Becoming a member of the club was Hack- 
ett’s first step.

Memorial Hall Library 
renovation is complete 


Children’s, young adult 
spaces reopen tomorrow

fter two months of ren- 
ovations, the children’s 
room and a new space 
for middle- and high-school 
students at Memorial Hall 
Library are set to reopen tomor- 
row, Friday, Sept. 28. 

The children’s room was 
expected to be closed yesterday 
and today, Thursday, as staffers 
moved all the books from their 
temporary location on the 
library’s second floor back to 
their rightful spots on the 
ground level. 

“Even with the renovations, 
we've been busy. Our circula- 
tion is close to what it normally 
is and that is very gratifying,” 
said Bridget Bennett, coordina- 
tor of children’s services. “We 
are grateful that people were 
able to make the effort and visit 
us on the second floor.” 

The big benefit from eight 
weeks of renovations is that the 
crammed children’s quarters 
now have more elbow room, 
according to Bennett. 

“And, our reopening is criti- 
cal, just in time for school,” she 
added. 

A new reference area is part 
of the children’s room renova- 
tion and it will be manned with 
a “homework helper” during 
after-school hours, five days per 
week. Bennett called the new 
reference area “exciting,” and 
said the timing is good as 


homework assignments requir- 
ing library research are increas- 
ing. 


The children’s room renova- 


tions are part of a $450,000 
library renovation, according to 
Memorial Hall Library Director 
James Sutton. 

Another improvement is the 
new young-adult space for mid- 
dle- and high-school students 
that also includes new shelving, 
furniture, and eventually, new 
computers. 

Sutton said that space will 
also have a reference area 
staffed in the evenings-to help 
students with homework.

New hands on deck at deli 


Barnard Street eatery gets new owners, lower prices

A bigger menu with smaller 
prices is in store for the Blue Cow on 
Barnard Street. 

The deli and cafe is scheduled to 
change hands tomorrow, Friday, says 
Nea Ahern, a prospective buyer with 
big plans. The Blue Cow’s current 
owner, Brian Arsnow, is selling the 
shop, which suffered a fire in April 
of 1999 when the store was called 
Butler’s Pantry. 

Arsnow did not return phone calls 
from the Townsman this week, but 
his attorney John Davis confirmed 
the planned change of ownership. 

“A sale of the business has been 
approved by the bankruptcy court,” 
says Davis, who would not comment 
on financial problems at the Blue 
Cow. 

A resident of Wildwood Road, 
Ahern says she’s shopped Andover’s 
downtown and listened to fellow 
customers to find out what is Jack- 
ing. 


“People want the sandwiches to 
be cheaper and the food to be better,” 
she says. “(Arsnow) got tired of 
doing retail, and I think he wants to 
get out of the food business.” 

Ahern and her husband Paul, plan 
to increase the variety of food avail- 
able at the Blue Cow, which will 
keep the same name. Fancy choco- 
lates and candies, Greek pastries 
including Baklava and croissants 
with feta cheese — “hot out of the 
oven,” Ahern promises — will add to 
the menu. Customers will also notice 
gourmet take-out options and the 
addition of fancy cakes, including 
wedding cakes. She'll sell teas and 
jams on her store shelves, accompa- 
nied by silver-plated kitchenware to 
go with them. 

Ahern plans to keep the Blue 
Cow’s decor the same. 

“I'd like to have music in the 
evenings... so it becomes a bakery 
where people can hang out,” she 
says. “I want to eventually expand 


the hours and eventually get a liquor 
license.” 

Though the deli was scheduled to 
remain open throughout the chang- 
ing of hands, some customers have 
found the doors at Blue Cow locked. 
Ahern says she hopes the hours will 
become much more dependable by 
Tuesday, when the sale is complete.

mother experiences great responsi- 
bility (Stress), continually expresses 
suggestions, i.e. “don't hold him that 
way”, etc., may not trust that the 
other will do it right, finds it “easier” 
to do it herself which increases 
resentment and stress. Father 
might feel extraneous, a responder 
rather than initiator, and somewhat 
unimportant. 


He notes that when arguments 
occur it is important to remember 
that each parent has something 
unique to bring to the child. Be 
aware of this and respect each 
other's different approaches. To 
avoid struggles in decision making, 
the wife needs to learn how to share 
information with her husband in 
ways that can be comfortably 
received.

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Warriors hold on to win in another wild one

So far this fall, Andover High 
varsity football games have been 
well worth the price of admission. 

In their home opener, on the 
heels of a wild and frenetic 34-26 
loss to Foxboro, the Golden War- 
riors again played a wide-open, 
free-wheeling, high-scoring and 
exciting brand of ball.

Protecting our children’s 
future: tips on estate planning

Writing a will is definitely one of 
those things that is easy to put off. 
None of us like to think about our 
mortality, and making decisions 
that will impact our loved ones can 
be an emotional undertaking. 
However, this is one task that you 
should make a top priority, espe- 
cially if you have children. The 
risks of not having a will far out- 
weigh the minimal time it takes to 
get one drawn up. 

Attorney Michael Causbie, who 
practices law in North Andover, 
knows a thing or two about estate 
planning and fully understands 
why people procrastinate when it 
comes to this topic. 

“They have to be ready to emo- 
tionally deal with the issues of 
dying and disability. Almost every- 
one knows they need one (a will), 
it’s just not a comfortable thing to

think about,’ says Mr. Causbie. 
“The hardest part is making that 
first phone call to set up an 
appointment with a lawyer.” 

Once you make the call, there 
are a couple of very important 
decisions to make - namely to 
appoint a guardian, trustee and 
executor. The guardian is a person 
or family member who will raise 
your children and provide for them 
in a manner that is in keeping with 
your wishes. The trustee, who acts 
as a treasurer of sorts, will handle 
all finances and dispersion of 
funds. Finally, the executor will 
take care of any administrative 
duties, such as selling a home, 
making claims on policies and 
overseeing the probate process in 
general. You may designate one 
person to be in charge of all three 
areas, however, as Mr. Causbie 
cautions, there are more checks

Ron Hill, a financial consultant 
for Baystate Financial in Andover, 
discusses how important it is to 
choose a guardian carefully, since 
there are so many factors to con- 
sider. 

“You would want someone very 
responsible, with the same belief 
system, same sense of morality 
and ethics and who would treat the 
kids very well - as if they’re their 
own,” says Mr. Hill. 

However, what people tend to 
forget about is the awesome finan- 
cial responsibility that goes along 
with being named as guardian. Mr. 
Hill suggests taking a serious look 
at life insurance in the case that 
both parents die suddenly, so that 
your children can be adequately 
provided for in the manner that 
you choose. 

“Purchase enough life insurance 
that (the guardian) could add on to 
their home the number of bed- 
rooms necessary, drive enough 
income and pay for college educa- 
tions. Particularly now, we are 
aware that things can change very 
unexpectedly and it’s a prudent 
thing to make sure you have it well 
covered,” Mr. Hill says. 

The risks of both parents dying 
“intestate,” or without a will, can 
be costly to the children, since the 
courts can determine who raises 
them. According to Mr. Causbie, a 
probate judge has to determine 
who will be the best guardian and 
will choose a family or single per- 
son with the best interests of the 
children in mind. The problem is 
that the judge doesn’t know what

However, once the con- 
flict began, markets rallied sharply, 
closing up 4 percent in a week and 
17 percent over the next month. 

In light of our recent tragedy, 
investors may feel compelled to 
leave the market because of the 
foreseeable downturns, with the 
idea of returning at a later date.

out each year.

Other than perhaps terrorism 
experts, few could even have 
conceived of the horrific events 
of September 11, 2001 not to 
mention the aftermath. It all hap- 
pened so quickly. Within pre- 
cious few minutes the attacks 
occurred, soon followed by the 
collapse of the towers and sur- 
rounding _ buildings. 
heroism were interspersed with 
tears of loss and cries of confu- 
sion. 

With benefit of hindsight we 
Can now see how wrong the ter- 
rorists were in their assumption 
of America’s weakness. Yes our 
airport security was weak, but

our resiliency was impressive. 
The pandemonium of the first 
few hours soon yielded to 
unprecedented levels of selfless- 
ness and resolve. Despite cata- 
strophic destruction of the com- 
munications system in down- 
town New York, the stock 
exchanges opened up at full 
capacity only four trading days 
later. While the first days were 
dominated by panic selling, 
waves of buying continued to 
buoy the markets helping to 
avoid their own meltdown. 
Though the first post-attack 
week of trading brought the 
largest point declines in modern 
history, markets have now 
become cheap by most standards 
and that is the message. 

Prior to the September 11 
attacks the Federal Reserve had 
lowered interest rates eight times 
and last Monday again forced 
rates down by 1/2 percent. There 
is almost total probability that 
another rate decline will be 


forthcoming on October 2 at the 
next regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Federal Open Market 
Committee. Never before in his- 
tory has this kind of massive and 
sustained series of easings failed 
to yield an impressive market 
rally. Another result of this kind 
of attack is that, after the panic- 
phase is past, investors soon real- 
ize that certain industries actual- 
ly benefit from war and compa- 
nies that make certain products 
will be reenergized. 

As we noted in The Ryan 
Report of September 14, any 
company that makes security 
devices or aids in the collection 
of intelligence will benefit. 
Rebuilding the financial district 
in New York will require huge 
purchases of electronic gear not 
to mention upgrading existing 
fiber optic networks and building 
new ones in areas not currently 
served. Many firms unfortunate- 
ly found that their data back up 
was insufficient thereby accruing

opportunities for storage 
providers like EMC. Many peo- 
ple will now want to work from 
home or the suburbs and devel- 
opers of cost-effective virtual 
private networks will thrive. 
Traveling between cities is cer- 
tain to become less pleasant as it 
becomes safer, and we think that 
teleconferencing will finally be 
accepted as a substitute for non- 
essential corporate travel. Since 
the last war in 1991 the cost of 
teleconferencing equipment has 
shrunk by 90 percent. That fact 
combined with the cost savings 
from fewer trips and you have 
what appears to be a compelling 
investment opportunity. 

If you think there were a lot of 
observation cameras in public 
places before the attacks just 
wait until this time next year. 
Networks will be developed to 
catalogue and distribute to the 
appropriate authorities the com- 
ings and goings of suspected 
criminals and terrorists. Massive 


d 


efforts are already under way to 
coordinate the computer systems 
of the departments of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization, Federal 
Aviation Administration, FBI, 
CIA and equally importantly, the 
airlines. Little else needs to be 
said other than that the INS had 
notified the FBI that the terrorist 
Mohamed Atta was in the United 
States and needed to be fol- 
lowed. Also tragically noted was 
the fact that nothing popped up 
on the screen of the American 
Airlines ticket agent in Boston 
when that known terrorist bought 
a one-way ticket under his own 
name. This spells out major 
opportunities for improvement 
and lots of new business projects 
for systems consulting compa- 
nies like EDS. 

And finally, another thing that I 
never thought I’d see was this 
week’s cover story of the perpet- 
ual purveyor of pessimism, Bar- 
rons. It was titled “It’s Time to 
Buy Stocks.” We agree.
